Ina LETTER to a Friend, 


SIR, 
Eing (6 filent, (occaſioned as you (hall another time hear) I could 
not in y have troubled you with this, had not both yqur Com- 
mands, (which yeſterday by accident I came to know) and the new 
as well as (trange Diſcovery I give you an account of, been powerful Interce- 
dersz but ſhortly you ſhall hear from me. Therefore without troubling you 
any further, know, That about a year fince, there was ſome (mall Diſcover 
made again(t the Earl of Tyrone, in relation to a Plot in Manſter : On which 
he attended the Councel, and was for ſome time confined to his Chamber ; 
but there being but one Witneſs, he was diſmiſſed his attendance for that 
time. Since then, on Thurſday laſt, he was committed to the Caſtle, on 
new Evidence, for the former Buſineſs. There is one Powrke, Mac- Newarre, 
and Fanagar, come in as Evidences againſt him; all ſpeak much to the ſame 
purport, and the effect of all is, That he had engaged the Provin&e of Mur- 
fter, (to wit, the Rowan Party) in the Cauſe, and in a ſhort time doubted 
not to ſecure many others. The Caſtle and City of / i-v«rick was to have been 
betrayed, and after this manner,: There were to be Five hundred, befidesa 
Party in the Ciry, Three Hundred whereof were to be lodged in the 
Iriſþ Town without the Gates, and the other two hundred to be plac'd con- 
veniently near the Caſtle, and in the morning when the Trevally beat, (at 
which time the Town-folks were preſumed to be drowlie, and in their Leds ) 
the three hundred were to enter into the City, and on the Alarm, their Party 
within were to cut the Proteſtants Throats, and make themſelves Maſters of 
the City: And the other rwo hundred were plac'd as aforeſaid, to prevent 
any Succour from the Caſtle, and were likewiſe to endeavour the Surprize of 
that z and all this for the dear ſake of the French King, who was to have 
Landed in the great River of Shanon with an Army. Thus far all the Wit- 
neſles agree 3 but Mac Nemarre, who appears to be an Ingenuous perſon, gocs 
farther, and produced a Lilt (as he ſays from the Earl) of a bundred of the 
principal perlons concerned, and ſaid (as I am informed ) in Councel,- If he 
made not out his Allegations, he would be content to have his Throat cur. 
He alſo gave an account how he became firſt concerned, being thus: The Earl 
taking him one day into his Lordſhips Garden, informed him that he had a 
buſineſs of great Weight to impart to him, and knew no perſon (o quahkfied 
for ſuch an Undertaking as he was. And after promifing himgreat Rewards, 
and propoling a way how he ſhould not only get, but ſecure a confiderable-/ 
Eſtate 3 He was wrought upon, and did declare his readineſs to ſerve his 
Lordihip mn any thing, to the utmolt extent both of his Lite and Fortune. 
Whereupon his Lordſhip informed him of the whole Deſign of bringing in the 
French King, and laid open the feafibleneſs of the thing : And Mac-Nemarre 
demanding, how they could deal with the Proteſtants, they being generally 
well

well furniſht with Arms, &*c. and able to make a conſiderable defence z he 
ſaid, That his Party” were about, and hoped in a ſhors time to «f{&t the pla- 
cing of Fiſb'Servants/ ini all Proteſtant 'Houſes, eſpecially iti Minier, and 
thete Servants eitheryo. deliver rariſt. fucks day, the Keys, with'the ſtamp 
in Clay, or fife the Houſes and aid, Ip; bringing inthe French King, he 
would deſire only Eſtates to be ſecured or hitn and his Adherents, an4 the 
reſt of the-Kingdom as the — thought fit, and by that means ſaid, he 
hoped to be revenged on that K— and enemy of his; Ormond, his Son Offory, 
and the Knave Vj{lers + (who you may temtember Had a Stir with him.) This 
is all I can yet learn of this Afﬀair, only that one Reyly, (as Lremember) Cor. 
net tothe D.O. Troop, is ſo far engaged inthe Buſineſs, as to have Nun | 
from the Earl to be a Major, a large ſtep, if he overltride not himſelf. _ I hear 
of a new Witneſs this day come in» againſt the Earl. Likewiſe IT 
P lunket,/ titular Primate of Ireland, committed, on the forrtiet Procantatival
